Although the particular lot 
in question is zoned Cl - 
commercial, adjacent pro- 
perty is residential and it 
was feared thatpossible 
noise from animals retained 
overnight in the clinic might 
result in complaints from 


neighbors, 

Dr. Metz pointed out that 
at no time would there be 
animals quartered outside 
the building and that she did 
not intend to board animals 
but to keep them on the pre- 
mises following surgery for 
periods of not more than one 
or two days.

New regulations 


govern handling |= 


farm chemicals 


A regulation respecting 
the use and handling of agri- 
cultural chemicals came into 
effect on April 1 under the 
Alberta Agricultural Chemi- 
cals Act. This regulation 
States that: 

*A pesticide or material 
mixed or treated with apest~ 
icide must be tnd 
separately m food 
drink, and that it org be 
stored in such a way that 
there is no danger of con= 
tamination or injury to hu- 
man beings, animals or 
plants, 

*When a pesticide is 
transported in bulk, the con= 
tainer must have a label 
giving the name of the pro= 
duct, its chemical name, the 
chemical concentration and 
the name of the manufact- 
urer or owner, 

*All treated seed grain 
must be transported in sacks 
or some other type of sealed 
container, unless it is being 
moved in bulk, when it must 
be securely covered with a 
tarpaulin or similar cover= 
ing to prevent spillage, 

*Anybody who sells or 
supplies seed grain which 
has been treated with apest= 
icide must provide the pur- 
chaser with a written state= 
ment telling him that it has 
been treated with apesticide 
and pointing out the pre- 
cautions he must take when 
handling it, The statement 
must also include the words 
“Treated Seed is Poisonous? 

*Nobody can apply a pest- 


allowing him to do so, 

*Pesticides, mixtures 
containing a pesticide, mat» 
erial treated with a pesti- 
cide and containers used to 
hold a pesticide must be 
disposed of in the manner 
recommended by the manue 
facturer, Sanitary landfills 
operated by municipalities 
may be used for disposing 
of pesticides etc., providing 
arrangements have been 
made with the local health 
authority, 

*Nobody can use an agri« 
cultural chemical except for 
the purposes for whichithas 
been registered, Qualified 
personnel employed by re- 
search institutions and gov- 
ernment officials involved in 
testing are exempt from this 
rule, 

*Restricted and prohibited 
agricultural chemicals may 
be used only under a special 
permit which must be ob= 
tained from the Alberta de- 
partment of agriculture. 

*Inspectors have the authe 
ority to suspend or termine 
ate the use of a pesticide 
or the method of application 
if they consider either to be 
dangerous,

Monies raised in this can- 
vass Will be used to supple- 
ment the financial needs for 
expansion and operation of 
the school, 

Any amount over the ob- 
jective of $50,000 will be 
used for the residence fund, 


Refusal was based on the

per cent of the retarded 
children registered in the 
school can become partially 
self-supporting under shel- 


tered conditions, fifteen 
per cent can go out into the 
world and less than five per 
cent become custodial care, 

This is the only public 
canvas operated for the 
school and no monies are 
spent on administration of

Legion of honor awarded Father Pascal 


Father Emile Pascal, re- 
tired Oblate missionary, was 
honored by the French gov- 
ernment, Tuesday, when he 
received the cross of the 
Legion of Honor, 

Presentation of the highest 
decoration offered by the 
Republic of France was made 
to Father Pascal by Mar- 
cel Ollivier, French consul 
in Edmonton, The ceremony 
took place in the reception, 
room of the Star of the North 
Retreat House in St, Albert, 

Also on hand for the pree 
sentation was Father 
Georges Marie Latour, pro- 
vincial superior of the Ob- 
late Fathers of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, 

The decoration was given 
in recognition of Father Pas- 
cal’s humanitarian and 


social work over a period 
of many years as a miss- 
ionary and teacher in West- 
ern Canada, 

Born inthe south of France 
in 1878, Father Pascal came 
to Canada in 1905, He went 
to Saskatchewan where his 
uncle was Bishop of Prince 
Albert. 

He recalls that the first 
trip he made from there was 
to St, Albert where Father 
Albert Lacombe met him and 
took hom on trips to Edmon- 
ton and Lac Ste, Anne. 

‘“‘We had trouble with the 
horses,’’ he said, ‘‘and got 
stuck in the mud on Jasper 
Avenue right in front of the 
spot where the Hudson’s Bay 
is now,”’ 

“T had a notion to go to 
Africa at one time," he said 


adding that he had never 
regretted his final decision 
to come to Canada, Father 
Lacombe was instrumental 
in persuading him to come 
here, he stated, 

‘'T like to say that I have 
lived with one foot in Sask- 
atchewan and one foot in 
Alberta,’’ he said. 

For 57 years, Father Pas- 
cal worked in Saskatchewan, 
at various times acting as 
missionary, teacher and 
chaplain, Amongother 
places, he lived in Oignon 
Lake, Prince Albert, North 
Battleford, Duck Lake and 
Meadowlake, During his time 
in Saskatchewan, he was Ine 
strumental in establishing 
12 churches,
